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DECISION GRANTING PETITION 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.48 


This is in response to the REQUEST FOR RENEWED RECONSIDERATION OF 
PETITION UNDER 37 CFR §1.48, filed June 2, 2005 (and resubmitted 
June 8, 2005) . 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.48 is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application was filed on October 15, 2003, 
with an unexecuted declaration. Kimberly Murley and Debra 
Tiensivu were named as joint inventors. In response to the 
"Notice to File Missing Parts of Application, 11 mailed January 15, 
2004, on June 15, 2004, applicants filed a petition under 
1.47(a). However, by decision mailed July 30, 2004, the petition 
was dismissed for failure to submit adequate proof of diligent 
effort to reach the non-signing inventors; lack of a statement of 
the last known addresses of the inventors; and failure to show 
proprietary interest. In response, applicants filed a renewed 
petition under 1.47(b), asserting that previously-named inventor 
Tiensivu is not an inventor. In support thereof, petitioner 
submitted a declaration executed by Rod Slobodian on behalf of 
joint inventors Murley and Tiensivu, and an affidavit signed by 
Ms. Tiensivu along with a statement of no deceptive intent. 

The petition under 1.47(b) was granted. However, the petition 
under 1.48 was dismissed for failure to submit a declaration by 
the actual inventors 1 . 


Amendment of the inventorship, pursuant to § 1.48(a) after an oath or 
declaration has been filed, requires: 

(1) A request to correct the inventorship that sets forth the desired 
inventorship change; 

(2) A statement from each person being added as an inventor and from 
each person being deleted as an inventor that the error in inventorship 
occurred without deceptive intention on his or her part; 


(3) An oath or declaration by the actual inventor or inventors as

On instant renewed petition, applicant filed a declaration 
executed by Rod Slobodian on behalf of the 47(b) applicant and 
sole inventor Kimberly Murley. Requirements 1, 2 and 4 above 
were previously met. None of the originally named inventors have 
executed an assignment. 

In view of the papers filed on renewed petition, it has been 
found that this nonprovisional application, through error and 
without deceptive intent, improperly set forth the inventorship, 
and accordingly, this application has been corrected in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(a). The inventorship of this 
application has been changed by deleting inventor Debra Tiensivu. 


The Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) has been advised 
of this decision. The application is, thereby, forwarded to OIPE 
for issuance of a corrected filing receipt and correction of 
Office records to reflect the inventorship as corrected. 
Thereafter, the application will be forwarded to OIPE for 
processing into a patent.
